Pontiff Doubts Reds 
To Heor Peace Plea 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
John XXIII, in his first Christmas 
addr^is, urged the world to Chris­ 
tian unity and peace today. But 
he said his plea was not likely to 
be 
heard 
in 
Communist - ruled 
lands. 
The 77-year-old ruler of the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church asked men 
of faith to put aside military and 
I violent thoughts. 
Then, in the next breath, he 
warned them to be vigilant “ in 
the night that is darkening’’ and 
ready to defend Christian prin- 
I ciples against the “ insidiousness 
of the enemies of God’’—a clear 
The Pope paid high tribute to 
his 
predecessor, the 
late 
Pope 
Pius XII, who during his long 
reign delivered 19 Christmas mes­ 
sages to the world in which he in­ 
variably pleaded for peace and 
Christian unity. 
The new pontiff said man’s un­ 
willingness to submit to the grace 
of God in unity and peace “ was 
the most terrible problem of hu­ 
man history and of the lives of 
individual men and people." 
Pope John said the broken unity 
of “ )*» heredity of Christ" con­ 
tinues to be a grave problem, but 
that his own efforts would be un­ 
flagging toward “ those dear, sep­ 
arated brothers who bow to the 
name of Christ and read the holy 
Bible."

BROWNFIELD. Tex. (AP) - A 
burning bottled gal truck blew up 
with a terrific blast Monday night,

45 remained hospitalized today. 
Killed were the gas truck driver, 
two firemen and a man beleived 
a spectator.

Reason for Christmas - Giving 


Charles Dickens is best associated with 
Christmas by his classic ghost story. “A 
Christmas Carol.'* Probably few persons 
know that he wrote a number of other stor­ 
ies about the Yuletide. 
For several years he published a weekly 
railed “Household Words." for which he 
wrote a Christmas story every year. Most 
of these were about ghosts, strangely en­ 
ough. for he had an idea that the season 
was tied up with such. 
However, in his introduction to the ser­ 
ies he wrote a little essay describing a 
Christmas tree and the wonders it bore: 
“ There were rosv-cheeked dolls, hiding 
behind the leaves: and there were real 
watches (with movable hands, at least, 
and an endless capacity for being wound 
up I dangling from innumerable t w i g s; 
there were French-polished tables, chairs, 
bedsteads, wardrobes, eight-dav c l o c k s 
and various other objects of domestic fur­ 
niture (wonderfully rn a d e. in tin, at Wol­ 
verhampton), perched among the boughs, 
a s if in preparation for some fairy house­ 
keeping. 
“ There were jolly, broad-faced l i t t l e 
men. much more agreeable in appear­ 
ance than many real men — and no won­ 
der. for their heads took off. and showed 
them to be full of sugar-plums; there were 
fiddles and drums; there were tambour­ 
ines. books. . .guns, swords and banners. . 


imitation apples, pears and walnuts, cram­ 
med with surprises; in short, .there was 
everything and more." 
Not exactly the picture of a Christmas 
tree of 1958. which is more inclined to have 
space helmets, space rockets and the like 
under it. But the wonder of little children 
at all these is the same. 
We who are grown up can never return 
to the delight and bright eyes of our child­ 
hood on “the night we put up the tree" or 
Christmas Eve. But we can rejoice and be 
glad by sharing in the happiness of young 
ones. 
The wonderful part of Christmas is the 
opportunity for a few days to reach out of 
ourselves, to be generous, to be giving, to 
be sharing, to express in some limited 
way our love for others.- 
And always our hopes are renewed that 
this spirit of love, of peace toward all. will 
last a little longer than last year—and per- 
hap make the world a better place in 
which to live.

Doctors can do only so much; 
after that it s up to the patient 
himself. So if you have diabetes: 
You must give your doctor your 
wholehearted support 
and 
confi­ 
dence. Do what he tells you to do. 
Resist temptations to go on eat­ 
ing sprees. Follow the diet pre­ 
scribed by your physician. 
If yours is a mild case, be sure 
that each day you gel a generous 
supply of leafy green vegetables, 
adequate servings of other vege­ 
tables and fruits, at least one pint 
of milk, some meat, one egg. one 
serving of cereal, and a slice of or­ 
dinary bread at each meal. 
Don’t eat starchy foods and pure 
sugar. If you are overweight, limit 
your intake of butter and cream. 
You can use salt, 
pepper and 
vinegar according to your taste 
And you ran have as much water, 
plain tea and coffee and clear 
broth as you want. 
Get sufficient exercise. This 
is 
important 
because 
exercise 
en­ 
ables the body- to increase its a btl- 
i ity to use sugar. The exercise 
shouldn't be too 
strenuous 
nor 
should it present any chance for 
injury. 
Walking, as I have sard before, 
is excellent exercise. A diabetic, 
however, must be very careful to 
take meticulous care of his feet. 
Whatever form of exercise you se­ 
lect. it should be performed regu­ 
larly after, i n s t e a d of before, 
meals. 
If your doctor has prescribed in 
sulin (not all diabetics need it, you 
know ) do not omit a dose simply 
because you have lost your appe 
tite temporarily, or because you 
have a cold or some other illness 
Vi hen in doubt, ch^ck with your 
doctor. 
Learn to administer insulin your 
self if you take it by injection 
Many persons today can take it 
orally. 
Te«t the urine regularly for the 
presence of sugar. These tests are 
simple and quick. So there's no 


reason you can't perform them a- 
often as your doctor suggest* 
Weigh yourself periodically, at 
least once a week 
j 
Any infection presents a danger 
to a diabetic. Recognize this fact 
and be careful. Report any fever. 
no m atter how slight, to >our doc 
tor. Fever, you see, may increase 
the need for insulin. 
Be sure to carry a few’ crackers, 
chocolate or a lump of sugar with 
you at ail times. If you should ac 
cidentaliy receive an overdose of 
insulin, you probably can proven* 
a reaction by eating one of these 
as soon as you notice any of the 
symptoms.

R. B.: I am losing the pigment* 
tion of my skin. 
Is this due to 
some type of deficiency in

body and will certain vitamin* or 
special food* remedy the condi­ 
tion?

“ The role of a wom an is our cul­ 
ture is m ultiple--aha has not just 
dual 
responsibilities, 
but 
plural 
ones. She is traditionally a wife 
and m other, though she functions 
as well as assistant breadw inner 
and provider and as nurturer of 


our culture. Throughout all her ac­ 
tivities in the home and in the 
com munity and at work she 
is, 
like all individuals, s e e k i n g to 
realize her potential-—to find self- 
fulfillment. 
“ W omen’s status has m any a s­ 
pects — as citizens, as educators, 
m d as econom ic factors — women 
now num ber one-third of the lab o r 
force of the United States, the key 
factor being the working wife and 
m other. Here are some interesting 
figures: 
“ Women — buy 80 per cent of 
the nation’s consum er goods; pay 
80 per cent 
of 
all 
inheritance 
taxes; pay 40 per cent of all prop­ 
erty taxes; own 66 per cent of m u­ 
tual savings bank accounts; 
hold 
title to 40 per cent of the hom es in 
this country and are 43 per cent of 
the corporation stockholders. 
“ Yet women do not participate 
in the m anagem ent of business. 
“ Actually, g r e a t strides have 
been m ade during the last hundred 
years. Women no longer have to 
choose between being hom em ak­ 
ers and citizens. Home may be the 
center of activity, but the world 
stretches around it in all direc­ 
tions. Women need to keep alive 
an 
interest 
in h u m a n 
values 
through the hum anities, the social 
sciences and the arts. They also 
need to stim ulate their husbands 
and children to know them selves, 
their world and 
their 
potentiali­ 
ties.” 
The paper ended with a 
short 
playlet presented by Mrs. Heffel 
finger and Mrs. Hewitt H srm ount. 
The playlet brought out the typical 
acitivites rn the day of 
a busy 
hom em aker.

A m iniature zoo hanging from a 
C hristm as tree may be a striking 
sight, but. actually is out of place 
there, I^ike m any other Christm as 
symbols and custom*, the C hrist­ 
mas tree has a deep and spiritual 
significance. 
When and 
where did Christ­ 
mas trees begin? Some say the 
Christmas tree comes from the 
ancient Yule tree ami pagan fire 
customs. But this is mere guess­ 
ing and doesn’t fit the facts. 
The C hristm as tree is a rom bin­ 
ation of two r e l i g i o u s sym ­ 
bols f r o m 
medieval days, 
the 
Paradise tree and the C hristm as 
light, and it began in G erm any. 
From the lith Century on. relig­ 
ious plays used to he perform ed in 
churches or outside 
in front of 
churches. One of the most popular 
of these "m astery plays” as they 
were c a l l e d , was the Paradise 
play. It told of the creation of m an, 
the sin of A lam and Eve, and their 
expulsion from 
Paradise. 
T h i s 
play cloned with the consoling pro- 
m uo of the coming Saviour. 
For 
this reason the Paradise play was 
a favorite in Advent, the p rep ara­ 
tory season for the c o m i n g of 
Christ. 
IN Tilt; PLAY, the 
garden 
of 
Eden was indicated by a fir tree 
hung with apples, from which Eve 
broke the fruit and gave it to 
Adam to eat. This "Paradise ire *” 


attracted the attention of all 
on 
lookers, especially 
the 
children, 
since it was the only object on the 
stage. 
After awhile, the m ystery plays 
stopped, but people wanted the 
P aradise tree and brought it into 
their home* op D ecem ber 24, the 
feast day in honor of Adam and 
Eve. 
But D e c e m b e r 24 u'as also 
C hristm as Eve. From early tim es, 
a beautiful custom was practiced 
on this day in all C hristian coun 
tries. A candle called the "C hrist­ 
mas light” was burned as a sym ­ 
bol for Jesus Christ, the light of 
the world that started shining at 
Bethlehem. 
In Germany, t h e Christmas 
candle used to be placed on top 
of a wooden pyramid-like struc­ 
ture, adorned with glass balls 
and tinsel. Bot soon the people 
noticed that the 
Paradise 
tree 
itself was a beautiful and live 
pyramid. The next step was to 
take the lights, glass balls and 
tinsel from the wooden pyramid 
and put them on the 
Paradise 
tree. 
The Christm as crib which 
had 
stood at the foot of the pyram id 
was not put under the tree. The 
‘’star of Bethlehem ” from the top 
of the pyram id was now fastened 
on 
the 
tree. 
Thus 
our 
modem 
C hristm as tree was bom.

Incidentally, G. F. Wittich is the

When the shop was first opened 
it was located on S

At that time, a pound of choco­ 
lates sold for 50 cents. Today

Atlas Triumph Brings Space 
Flights for Humans Closer 


NEW 
YORK (AP)—Atlas’ 
tri 
timph brings human space flight 
and astounding space laboratories 
a big step closer. 
Sprung from well-kept secrecy, 
it could spur the Russians to push 
harder and faster in their always 
secret space plans. 
Just 14*4 months ago, man was 
•till earthbound. Then Sputnik I 
startled, and shocked, the West­ 
ern world. 
Now 
the 
United 
States 
has 
scored a prodigious comeback 
It 
possesses the heaviest as well as 
the most satellites. It has sent 
two probes nearly a third of the 
way to the moon. 
Temporarily, America leads. 
But the Soviet Union could play 
the 
next 
trump 
soon. 
Indeed, 
some space experts are puzzled 
why she hasn’t done something 
spectacular since the UVton Sput­ 
nik soared up last May. 
The main significance of Atlas 
Is in advancing the ability ac­ 
curately to thrust big and heavy 
satellites into space. 
Big enough to carry men. 
Big enough to watch the world’s 
weather in the making through 
TV 
eyes, 
tracking 
hurricanes, 
Vastly improving forecasts. 
Or act as great communications 
centrals, instantaneously relaying 
a vast volume of cables, “ mail” 
and TV’ shows to any point on 
earth. 
Or to carry telescopes seeing 
our universe with awesome and 
rewarding 
new 
clarity, 
undis­ 
turbed by the earth's shimmering 
air. 
All these are eagerly anticipat 
cd by scientists, 
The 
Atlas 
missile 
will 
be 
a 
main 
workhorse 
toward 
these 


goals 
until 
far 
more 
powerful 
rockets are developed. 
Atlas, 
with 
smaller 
rockets 
staged atop it, could also launch 
instrumented probes investigating 
Venus and Mars, or going into 
orbit as artificial planets of the 
sun. Shots for Venus and Mars 
are among U. S. current plans. 
Before man looks down at earth 
from a 
sky 
perch, 
much 
hard 
work remains to be done. 
We must learn how to recover 
the protective, well-stocked cap 
sule 
tnat 
can 
sustain 
his 
life 
within a 
satellite. Re-entry and 
medical problems of survival are 
being vigorously studied. 
Rockets and controls must be 
come reliable enough to give any 
volunteer a really good chance of 
making the round-trip.
